Copy of a letter to his Excellency Governor Franklin, from 

Lienutenant-Colonel Upham, Commandant at Liayd’s Neck. 

SIR, Fort Franklin, Fuly 23.1781. 

T am to inform the honourable Board, which I do with in- 
finite pleafure, that a party of refugees, on the evening of the 
arft inft. embarked on board the Sir Henry Clinton, and Af- 
fociatton, under the command of Captain William Froft; 38 
men of the party landed the fame night on the rebel thore ; 
after which the armed veffel left them, and fell back to this 
fhore, under an engagement to return at a time agreed on, ‘ha- 
ving Jeft concealed a fufficient number of beats to have brought 
off the party in cafe of furprife or fuperior force. 

Captain Froft led his brave party to a wood about five miles 
from the fhore, at the diftance of half a mile from the Meet- 
ing-houfe in Middlefex, where they lay concealed until two 
o’clock in the afternoon, when the good people of Middlefex 
wereaflembled, and devoutly praying for their great and good 
ally. Captain Froft furrounded their fanGtuary, and took from 
thence 50 notorious rebels, their reverend teacher at their head. 
Their horfes, 40 in.number, faddled and at hand, were taken 
care of at the fame time. The whole was moved in the moft 
expeditious manner to the fhore, during which the rebéls, in- 
the vicinity of Middlefex, collected, and harraffed them in 
their return ; notwithftanding which, every rebel, and every 
horfe captured, were conducted on board the armed veffel, 
which.returned to their afliftance at the time propuled. In the 
fkirmifh three refugees were flightly wounded. 

Captain Hoyt of the Sir Henry Clinton, and Captain Tho. 
tas of the Affociation, had great merit in their arrangements 
in landing, covering, and bringing off the party. I am ata 
lofs for words to exprefs my fente of the bravery and judicious 
conduét of Captain Froft, nor do I think Lieutenant Smith 
who affifted him has lefs merit. I beg leave to add, thae Mr 
Stinfon and Mr Fleining, of the volunteers of New England, 
who ferved on the expedition as volunteers, behaved in a man- 
ner which did them the greateft honour.
